With respect to the independent claims 1 , 7, 8 and 10 which are amended to claim "a hologram diffuser positioned below the upper 

substrate," according to Abileah et al., the coating 35 in Fig. 2 may be provided on a separate glass substrate disposed on top of the 

hologram diffuser 21 as shown in Fig. 1(a) (col. 14, lines 8-24). This glass substrate is considered as an upper substrate. 

With respect to claim 3, Applicant argued that "the quarter-wave film is disposed above the lower substrate and not below the lower 

substrate." The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant's remarks since this feature is not recited in the claim where "a CLC color filter is 

formed on a lower substrate and a quarter-wave film transforms the circularly polarized light from the CFC color filter into linearly-polarized 

light."
